1. This memorandum reports the action taken by the Office of 
Training in connection with Joint Study Group Recommendation No, 13 
since the transmittal of referenced memorandum. 


ril 1962 the DTR and DDTR met with

It would also be necessary to increase the 
instructor staff and strengthen support activities. The DTR then stated 
that it would be preferable for CIA to train selected DIA personnel to be 
capable of training other DIA personnel, including replacement instructor 
personnel as necessary, CIA would also provide the DIA instructors with 
appropriate sanitized instructional material, and would participate in an 
exchange of materials on a continuing basis.

in the Russian language provided by the Language and Area School, 


c, Arepresentative of Assistant Chief of Staff, Intelligence, 
HQ, U.S. Army, participated in OTR's Intelligence Research Techniques, 
and another representative participated in the China Familiarization 
Course, 


d. Two Department of Defense representatives participated in 
CIA's Counterinsurgency Program Planning Course (28 May-8 June 1962). 
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g. An Air Force officer (a prospective Air Attache) continued 
and completed full-time training in the Persian language in a regular 
class of LAS, 


h. The OTR Briefing and Orientation Officer continued his 
briefings of a large number of senior U.S. and foreign military officers, 
MAAG groups, foreign officer student groups (USAINTS), and other military 
personnel, 


i. OTR continued to provide its regularly scheduled blocks of 
instruction in USAINT*s Senior Foreign Officers Intelligence Course. 
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k. Training materials and services were provided to:
